Britain’s African 
Armies Open Great 
Offensiv e Mov ement 


Bea t Ro mmel’» Fo rce to 
Punch; 
Sta ling ra d

Britain’s Eg yptian armies open­ 
ed an apparently full-scale offen­ 
siv e ag ainst the axis before dawn 
today, beating nazi Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel to the punch and 
breaking a month-old stalemate on 
the El Alamein front 80 miles 
west of Alexandria. 
As the desert battlefront erupt­ 
ed with new' v iolence, the British 
fUet went into action 
off 
the 
Hkg v ptian ( 
shelling ||te 
positions near Matruh, 110 miles 
west of El Alamein. 
A bulletin from Gen. Sir H ar­ 
old R. L. G. 
Alexander’s 
head 
q uarters in Cairo said the British 
8th Army attacked with strong 
air 
support—probably 
including 
U. S. Army planes—and added: 
“Fierce fig hting dev eloped and 
is continuing .” 
Attacking under a full desert 
moon, allied troops surg ed forward 
across the sandy no-man’s land 
under a strong cov er of warplanes, 
while tanks and 
artillery 
sent 
thousands of shells screaming in­ 
to the enemy. 
Besides British Empire troops. 
Poles, Free French, Greeks and 
other allies were reported storm ­ 
ing the axis lines stretched across 
a 40-mile front from the Mediter­ 
ranean sea to the desolate wastes 
of the Q attara Depression. 
The line has ben stabilized since 
July 1. when Rommel's 
headlong 
offensiv e was broug ht to a halt. 
Italy Bombed Ag ain 
While the British armies lashed 
out in an offensiv e which may de­ 
cide the fate of the Mediterranean, 
the R A F’s g iant bombers reached 
out across the Alps for the second 
nig ht in succession last nig ht to 
blast the Italian cities of Genoa 
and Turin. 
The two cities, one a key port 
for shipping 
supplies 
to 
North 
Africa and the other the site of 
the Royal Italian arsenal, were the 
targ ets of the g reatest w’eig ht of 
bombs ev er droped on Italy 24 
hours earlier. 
The Italians said ‘‘notable” dam­

On the rekindled Eg yptian bat­

As the pu rpose of the wall is 
to keep ou t the weather, the cold 
an d to in su late the hou se on the 
in side from ex tremes of tem pera­ 
tu re. the frame wall (that is, of 
stu ds with a g ood sheathin g paper 
an d the ou tside cov erin g an d with 
in su lation , etc., placed between the 
stu ds or by the u se of an in su lat­ 
in g lath on the in side or in su latin g 
boards on the ou tside, with plaster 
on the walls) seems to be a v ery 
ex cellen t ty pe of wall 
for 
the 
smaller hou se. 
The w'ood frame wall offers sev ­ 
eral adv an tag es in asmu ch as there 
is the air space, the thickn ess of 
the 
stu ds, 
between 
the 
ou tside 
sheathin g an d the plaster on the 
in side. Su ch an air space is a pro­ 
tection ag ain st heat an d cold strik­ 
in g in to the hou se. 
The wood ex terior fin ish on the 
ou tside of the hou se may be ju st 
as tig ht as a mason ry wall bu t it 
may n ot last as lon g an d may re­ 
qu ire pain tin g at in terv als, which 
seems to be costly in comparison 
with the perman en t ou tside brick 
wall. 
On the other han d, the brick v e­ 
n eer wall has the adv an tag e of the 
frame wall an d the perman en cy of 
an ou tside brick su rface. 
In su lation is a primary requ isite 
in either ty pe of wall. 
If a solid 
mason ry wall Is u sed, the wall 
shou ld be fu rred on the in side with 
fu rrin g strips, in su lation u sed, an d 
the in side fin ished whether it be 
wood or plaster, applied ov er the 
fu rrin g strips. 


If y ou spen d too little on y ou r 
hou se, it is often more ex pen siv e 
than spen din g more. 
The first 
cost may be less, bu t early re­

The cost of y ou r hou se, to be 
of an y real v alu e, shou ld be av er­ 
ag ed ov er the n u mber of jears 
that the item or part of y ou r 
hou se lasts.

W e Still Hav e to Win 
M ilitary strateg ists ag reed m onths ag o th a t if 
H itler were to win this w ar he m ust do so by this 
autum n. 
The nazis have not won y et, and it is in­ 
conceivable th a t they can achieve the elements of 
victory between now and winter. 
So it seems reasonable to believe th at H itler 
has lost his chance of winning . 
But. on the o th er 
hand he has no t y et lost the war. On the contrary , as 
of today the United N ations still are losing that. 
By the successful ferocity of their initial a t­ 
tacks, G erm any and Ja p a n both won hug e prelim ­ 
inary victories. 
We, the United Nations, have not 
even beg un to recapture w hat the ax is has con­ 
q uered. 
T hanks first to B ritain’s and China's dog g ed 
endurance, and nex t to Russia's heroic resistance, 
we have slowed the pace of Japanazi prog ress. 
We 
have forced the ax is to w aste so much m anpower 
and m ateriel t h a t—in all probability —H itler and 
H irohito can not possibly g rind the United N ations 
into submission. 
N azi spokesmen now adm it this by clear infer­ 
ence. 
H itler's latest speech was a clear declaration 
th a t from now on he plans to play for a stalem ate. 
If we perm it H itler to achieve his stalem ate, 
then he will not have won his m ajor g oal—world 
conq uest—but he will have g one fa r tow ard it. 


The im portant thing to be kept in mind is the 
continual 
repetition, 
in 
the. 
more 
intellig ently 
phrased news reports, of such ex pressions as “ for 
essential purposes,“ and “ for necessary driving . 
Mr. Henderson does not suffer from any de­ 
lusion that he can keep 27 ,000,000 passeng er a uto ­ 
mobiles in-rubber for the sort oi casual riding about 
town to which A m ericans are accustomed. 


He has taken to heart the impressive log ic of 
the Baruch com m ittee's w arning th a t our w ar in­ 
dustrial economy will collapse unless passeng et a u­ 
tomobiles are provided w ith tires sufficient to caie 
for w ar-necessary driving . 
M otoring in private cars, in m any instances, 
contributes just as much to our ultim ate victory 
as the operation of a tank, a jeep, or a m ilitary 


staff car. 
We 
can’t win, 
because 
we 
won t 
have 
the 
weapons to win, unless we provide tires for such 
essential m otoring . 
T h at is w hat Mr. Henderson 
is endeavoring to do. 
He is not deliberately try ing 
to provide tires for pleasure riding in any of its 


forms. 
Unintentionally , of course, Mr. Henderson is 
oblig ed to try to supply tires for pleasure riding — 
for driving to bridg e parties, to the g olf course, 
to shop for a couple of spools of thread, to view 
the autum n leaves in the country . 
T hat is the trag edy of the tire situation—th a t 
in the effort to find some workable method of keep­ 
ing passeng er cars operating for essential purposes, 
we are p erm itting so m uch pleasant but q uite un­ 
necessary m otoring , by g ranting A cards, each g ood 
for around 210 miles a month, to persons who do 
not need to drive at all. 
Unless the sy nthetic prog ram g ets under w ay 
faster than it now promises, Mr. Henderson is not 
g oing to succeed in the task he has set* himself. 
His boards can g ra nt certificates to all. 
But ce r­ 
tificates m ake poor tires’ on any kind of road. They 
will be only as g ood as the supply of rubber w ith 
which to honor them. 
I t is possible to m ake the certificates all g ood. 
We can hold back rubber from the arm ed services 
to provide tires and recaps for civilians for non- 
w ar use. 
And how will we non-essentials feel, riding 
around on tires stolen from the ta nks that, for our 
comfort, m ust g o into battle on m etal trea ds? 
P re tty cheap.

If m en and m aterial

ag o. 
M ilitary 
men 
every w here th oug ht its fall could 
not be avoided then, and a m ajori­ 
ty of them are by no m eans y et 
convinced it will hold throug h the 
winter. 
B ut they are dealing w ith one 
imponderable 
fac to r — the 
in- 
dom inatable fig h ting resistance oi 
the Russian soldiers 
and people. 
H itler could not calculate 
it and 
neither can any one else, ex cept 
perhaps the Russians. 
They think 
they will hold the city . 
As H itler put 
it once 
in 
h.s 
q uaint 
way , 
w h at he needs 
a t 
S taling rad is “superior brutality ". 
The Russians 
have 
only 
one 
pontoon bridg e behind them , sup 
porting their troops on the w est 
bank of the 40-mile long city area. 
It is subject to bombing co nstant­ 
ly , but they constantly repair it 
and g et supplies to the fig hters. 
The G erm ans 
were 
obviously 
tired when they reached the city . 
The heavy pounding they took on 
their northern flank used up men 
and m aterials 
th a t 
would have 
put m ore power 
into 
the 
final 
drive. 
They m ust take w h a t they 
g et, 
house by house, 
and it is 
costly business. 
Incidentally , 
the 
H itler 
an­ 
nouncem ent th a t he would try ar 
tillery and dive bombing to reduce 
the city , instead of direct assault, 
was a trick. 
He kept the prom ise 
for three day s, then tried direct 
assault ag ain, 
only 
to find 
the 
R ussians had 
not believed him, 
and had not altered their defens 
es. 
In the Caucasus, 
the story 
is 
even sadder. 
Snow there is al­ 
ready accum ulating so 
hig h 
in 
the 
m ountain passes, 
the nazi 
chances are worse than a t S talin­ 
g rad. 
H itler can hardly even hope 
to g ain 
the richest prize 
of his 
whole 19 42 cam paig n, the B aku 
fields this winter. 
The answ er 
on th a t fro nt is 
two-fold. 
Russian 
resistance 
broke after Rostov fell, and no 
serious resistance w as put up un­ 
til the nazis reached ap p ro x im ate­ 
ly their present positions. 
The Reds let them g et into the 
m ountain passes. 
The nazis even 
captured the hig hest peak. 
B ut 
the Russian 
defenses on 
the w ay down the other side w ere 
adeq uately planned and w ere not 
penetrated. 
On this front the nazis .are ob­ 
viously suffering from the leng th 
of their supply lines, running back 
to Rostov and bey ond, and have 
not been 
able 
to m aster 
much 
power. 
The Russians are m aking fewer 
and few er atte m p ts 
to 
conceal 
their displeasure at not g etting 
more aid. 
A story , possibly apo­ 
cry phal, is being told around town 
and attributed 
to them, 
some­ 
tim es to Stalin. 
It is said Stalin has thoug ht the 
m a tte r 
over 
thoroug hly , 
and 
reached the conclusion there are 
two way s for him to g et enoug h 
aid to win, one a natural w ay and 
the other a superhum an way . 
The natural way would be for 
the Ang el Gabriel, who is charg ed 
with the m inistration and 
com ­ 
fort of man, to descend from the 
heavens 
and disperse 
the 
nazi 
armies. 
T hat would be natural 
enoug h. 
The supernatural way would be 
for W inston Churchill 
to “keep 
his promise and establish a sec 
ond front". 
It is at least reflective of Rus 
sian official viewpoint.

under control; the house passed 
the 1 8- 1 9-y ear-old-draft bill, sent 
it to the senate. 
D rafting of men and women for 
w ar w ork 
was described 
as in­ 
evitable by Paul V. M cNutt, ch air­ 
man of the W ar M anpower Com­ 
mission, who added it was only k 
q uestion oi time, which President 
Roosevelt m ust decide. 
C riticism of the 
handling 
of 
the w ar effort came in blunt term s 
from a house com m ittee headed 
by Rep. Tolan (D-Cal), which said 
"this w ar can be lost in W ashing ­ 
ton" 
unless patchw ork methods, 
errors and confusions in the pro­ 
duction prog ram 
were halted. 
Shortly 
th ere after Tolan him ­ 
self introduced a bill calling for 
vast reorg anization of the g overn­ 
ment to provide central direction 
for the w ar prog ram . 


Man power controller M cNutt 
said he would present a draft of 
the adm inistratio n’s own national 
service bill to the president within 
two weeks, and ex plained propos­ 
ed leg islation should include these 
three authorizations:

it a law.

Sullivan arose a t a m eeting of the 
union m em bership about a m onth 
ag o and panicked those present, 
including Curley , ex -m ay or of the 
city and ex -g overnor of the state, 
w ith a spontaneous proposal th a t 
they g et him out of hock "and 
thus enable him to g o forward, un­ 
ham pered, to fig ht labor's future 
battles.” 
A local new spaper relating the 
event said th a t "the move cam e as 
a com plete surprise to Curley , who 
w as so overcome by emotion a t the 
unex pected dem onstration of a f­ 
fection for him th at he was un­ 
able to ex press his thanks.”

It is proposed to raise the money 
“by athletic carnivals and sim ilar 
benefit p erfo rm ances" m ore com­ 
monly known as rackets, and all 
looks well up to the point where it 
appears th a t the rakeoff probably 
will be income. 
If It is income, 
the Hon. Curley m ig ht req uire still 
furth er 
“athletic 
carnivals 
and 
sim ilar benefit perform ances” to 
raise the money for his tax and a 
continuing series of benefits to pay 
the tax es on the tax benefits, ad 
infinitum. 


Of course, g ifts are not income, 
but it would be up to the Internal 
revenue to determ ine w hether this 
w as a g ift or som ething else. For 
ex ample, althoug h the Boston press 
reported th a t Curley w as surprised 
by Bro. Sullivan's spontaneous pro­ 
posal to g et him off the hook, the 
internal revenue has some skeptics 
and cy nics who m ig ht not believe 
he w as surprised. They m ig ht sus­ 
pect th a t he w as putting on an a rt 
and th a t Bro. Sullivan and the 
Hon. ‘Curley g ot their heads to­ 
g ether before the 
m eeting 
and 
hatched up the benefit plan, in 
which case they would be inclined 
to call the money income and take 
a very deep cut of the sam e to 
pay for the war, just as other peo­ 
ple have to pay who earn them 
money . 
Or. for another possibility , 
they could say that money raised 
by a union for purposes which are 
not the leg itim ate business of the 
union is tax able as income. 
Under the ex isting opinions of 
the Suprem e Court it is hard to 
think of an illeg itim ate union pur­ 
pose, but if the court can g rant 
th a t any union purpose can be il­ 
leg itim ate and subversive it m ig ht 
be a scheme to subsidize a m em ­ 
ber of the national leg islature with 
a g ift of more than $50.000, and 
possibly twice th a t much, counting 
in Curley 's g rocery bills, laundry 
and all, before his election. 
Of course, we do not know th at 
the internal revenue would take a 
narrow view of the project to bail 
out the em inent new deal sta te s­ 
man. but the bureau is g etting 
toug her and toug her and. as the 
need for tax money increases the 
pressure, the boy s m ay even g et 
toug h with some New Dealers. 
W ith little people now pay ing 
income tax es which really hurt, 
tl^ere probably would be very little 
indig nation in the hea rt of the 
common m an if Curley should be 
m ade to shower down half or more 
of the g enerous assistance pro­ 
posed and eng ineered for him by 
Bro. Sullivan.

makes it illegal to solicit campaign 
fund contributions from state civil 
service employes. 
Coming soon after Democratic 
Chairman Edw ard P. Allen charged 
that “ state employes are complain 
ing bitterly about the illegal and

against them for the Brooks, Day 
and Stratton campaign.” the gov­ 
ernor's statement pointed out sec 
tions of the civil service law and 
regulations forbidding civil service 
employes from taking an “ active 
part” in political campaigns.

The effect, o f co urse, is to in­ 
crease already heavy ta x e s —and 
to prevent purchase o r sale in 
many instances. 
It in no sense pro duces reve­ 
nue 
fo r 
w ar—it lends itself to 
freezing o f business in war. 
The $25,000 Cla» s 
This sprin g the C. I. O. in De­ 
tro it demanded lim itatio n o f in­ 
co me o f individuals 
to 
$25,000 
per y ear. 
It was a plank o f class w arfare, 
which the A. F. o f L. deno unced. 
The president and Mrs, Ro o se­ 
velt suppo rted the C. I. O. plank. 
But n either the president no r 
the C. I. O. to ld the public if all 
individual 
inco me 
o ver 
$25,000 
were 
co nfiscated o nly 18 4 mil­ 
lions o f revenue wo uld be secured. 
This is less than eno ugh to pay 
the co st o f o ne day o f war, 
And this amo unt wo uld be se­ 
cured fo r o nly o ne tax y ear. 
To 
lim it 
any o ne’s 
inco me, 
whether 
to $25,000 o r to $500, 
soon freezes the inco me at that 
figure. 
For there is no incentive to pro­ 
duce. 
A greater tax burden falls auto ­ 
m atically o n business and tho se 
in lo wer brackets. 
The $25,000 
lim itatio n 
is a 
class w arfare pho ney and makes 
a sucker o f who ever swallo ws it. 
This “$25,000 inco me lim it” is 
not in the curren t bill; the tax 
rates, 
ho wever, 
as 
Chairman 
George 
states, 
am o unt 
to 
the 
same. 
A Ona-Cent Incentive 
In a system of private enter­ 
prise, a democratic system, for 
which we are fighting this war, 
there are inevitable inequalities 
of income. 
Opportunity 
means 
incentive, 
when incentive goes opportunity 
goes. 
Let us see what happens, in an 
extreme illustration, to the dollar 
of one of the so-called rich. 
Assume 
thie “ rich” person is 
controlling owner of a corpora­ 
tion which is in the “ excess prof­ 
its” class. 
The “ excess profits” ta x takes 
90 percent, leaving the corpora­ 
tion 10 cents per $1.00. 
The corporation pays out the 
10 cents in dividends to the con­ 
trolling stockholder who is in the 
“ higher ta x brackets.” 
Of the 10 cents paid to the con­ 
trolling stockholder, his personal 
federal tax, in the highest brack­ 
et, may well run 9 0 percent. 
The 
controlling ’ 
stockholder 
then is left 1 cent or less of a 
dollar of the “ excess profit” of 
the corporation he controls. 
Yet even this tax policy, con­ 
fiscatory and dishonest as it is, 
would be justifiable if it would 
help to pay for and win the war. 
But it will and do es have the 
opposite effect—it dries up “ ex­ 
cess profits” as a source of reve­ 
nue. 
No system of private enterprise 
can exist on incentive of one cent 
per dollar of profit. 
This po rtio ns o f co rpo ratio n s’ 
and 
individuals* 
inco me 
just 
fades o ut o f the picture. 
And here again the wage earn er 
m ust carry a po rtio n o f the ex tra 
tax lo ad the “25,000 do llar” brack­ 
et sho uld be enco uraged to carry . 
This is well kno wn to tho se who 
sing the class hate so ngs. 
They are well aw are their a t­ 
tacks o n the tax pay er o f the up­ 
per brackets do 
no t help, but 
throw a greater burden, o n the 
lower inco me gro ups. 
But their purpo ses are po litical, 
not 
revenue 
fo r 
war.
